Finally, 1 should remind you thai

Judge Emerich B. Freed of Cleve- 
land. Judge Freed said the Journal 
could not deny space to advertisers 
who used radio station WEOL ot 
Lorain and Elyria, Ohio. He found 
the Journal was trying to "de- 
stroy" WEOL as a competitor. 


Justice Burton delivered the high 


court's opinion. Justices Clark and 
Minion took no part in the case:

Lawyers for the Journal argued 


that the paper's refusal to accept 
advcrlisemcnls was "a legitimate 
competivc weapon" and its ac- 
tions were taken "solely for its own 
economic prelection." 


Solicitor General Perlman in de- 


fending Frced's decision lold 
the 


Supremo court that owners of the 
Journal had sought a federal com- 
munications commission permit to 
operate a station in the Lorain- 
Elyria area. FCC denied them 
a 


permit and instead gave one to 
WEOL. 


"The Journal then set out lo de- 


stroy the new station," Perlman 
said, "one of the reasons being thai 
they themselves didn't get it." 


Perlman said the same silualion 


existed, with the same newspaper 
owners, in Mansfield, Ohio. He re- 
ported FCC had found the same 
owners were engaged in "monopo 
listic practices" in both cities . 


Since 1933 the Journal has been 


the only paper of general daily 
circulation published in Lorain. 


Judge Freed held the refusal to 


accept 
the proffered 
advertising 


constituted an attempt to monopo- 
lize interstate trade in violation of 
the Sherman act. He issued a per- 
manent injunction prohibiting the 
Journal from allempting lo monop- 
olize such trade. 


The government's action against 


the paper was a civil one, hence it 
involved no threat of fines or im- 
prisonment. 


The anti-trust suit also included 


these officers of the paper: Isa- 
dore Horvitz, president; Samuel A. 
Horvitz, secretary; D. P. Self, busi- 
ness manager, and Frank Maloy, 
editor.

.Sontluveslern look at a public meet- 
ing here November I!) — their com- 
pany doesn't, consider it feasible 
to make a major line extension to 
servo Hope at this lime. 


Last nighl's meeting, presided 


over by Mayor Lyle Brown, and 
attended by Mayor-elect John L. 
Wilson, Jr.. members of both tho 
old and incoming councils, and a 
number of citizens, was for the 
purpose of hearing and debating 
the standby power quotation. 


Also before the city government 


is Ihe recommendation of Burns 
& McDonnell Engineering Co., Kan- 
sas City, that the municipal plant's 
electric generating equipment be 
expanded on a 20-year planned pro- 
gram. 
At Its meeting November 


20 the city indlqalcd it favored go- 
ing ahead with the first stage of 
the Burns & McDonnell program to 
cost $7117,(100; and at the same lime 
called for wholesale quotations on 
supplementary or standby power 
from private high-lines. 


O. A. Graves' Statement 
Last night, however, the council 


was urged by 0. A. Graves, at- 
torney,

ago, 
to delay Inking final action 


on any of the proposals until utter 
the first of the year. 


"Then," 
he 
continued, "you 


might ask say five representative 
business men lo sit down wilh Ihe 
council and work Ihis mailer oul. 


( We are at the point where we have 
to do something — but that doesn't 
mean tonight. 


"1 was mayor of Hope 48 years 


ago, and all my life 1 have had 
an earnest interest in the well- 
being of tho municipal plant. We 
had an informal meeting the other 
day of citizens representing the 
banks, 
arid 
business 
generally, 


which was proper, since the banks 
usually are called on when there 
is linancing to be done. 


"We think it IK possible we can 


case off spending money for a 
tune, save- up some cash — and do 
what has lo be done for Die mu- 
nicipal plant without any bond Is- 


j sue, and perhaps with very lilllc 
borrowing al all." 


Mr. Graves remarked humorous- 


ly that it was a commentary In- 
deed on changing limes when the 
city government was willing to 
even talk to the representatives of 
private power companies. He re- 
called that about 20 years ago the 
A. P. & L. invited Hope to be repre- 
sented on a tour of the Sterlington 
gas-electric plant in Louisiana, "but 
nobody wanted to be seen on the 
same street with a private power 
company man." 


ThR A. P, & L. Proposals 
Lasi night's A. P. & L. proposal 


was printed and distributed to the 
local audience. 
H was prepared 


by Mr. Griffith, industrial sales 
manager, and was explained point- 
by-point by Vice-President Teed- 


The proposal was fourfold, offer- 


ing standby power as specifically 
requested by the city, and three 
additional plans. The report was 
prefaced by the statement that 
Hope's present production cost is 
more than |I mills per KWH; A. 
P. &. L. is offering wholesale rates 
to the city government ranging 
from 0.13 to 0.80 mills — and the 
city could save $45,000 annually il 
it chose to buy all its power from 
the company. 


The four proposals — all offered 


as 10-year contracts — follow: 


.Exhibit "A" (standby power bid, 


as requested by the city): Based 
on the city's present peak load of 
2,800 KW, and assuming the city 
continue* to generate part ot its 
total electric load, Hope would con- 
tract with A. P. 4 L. lot 3,500 KW, 
of which BOO KW would be ba*e load 
(that is, used continuously). The 
city would continue to operate its 
largest generator, 1,500 KW, keep- 
ing the two 1,000 KW units to re- 
serve.

city continuing to operate Itu 1,000 
KW generator, holding the other 
two In rcscrw. The price for this 
contract would be 0.5 mllla per

Exhibit "C": This proposes to 


furnish Hope's entire present 2,800 
KW demand, wilh Ihe clly main- 
taining Its present equipment In 
operating condition for emergency 
and reserve. The price for this con- 
tract Is 0.32 mills per KWH. 


Exhibit "D"'. 
This proposal Is 


identical with Exhibit "C" except 
that, in addition to supplying all of 
Hope's present 2,flOO KW loud, the 
company would also lake care of 
the anticipated 1,000 KW Industrial 
demand. This prlco would be 0.80 
mills per KWH.
